Illinois Visited by Another 
Cyclone. 


A Town in its Track Wrecked and a 
Number of People Killed, 


The “Twister’s’” Tall Gives Chicago 
a Terrible Lashing. 


Many Buildings More or Less Wrecked—.| 


Two Persons Killed—Many Injured 
—Fears for an Excursion 
Party's Satety. 


Telegraph to The Times. 


Peoria (Jll.,) June 13.—]By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Word has just reached 
the city that Galva, a town in Henry 
county, forty-five miles north of here, 
was this evenirig wrecked by a cyclone, 
Several persons are known to be killed 
and many buildings were destroyed. 

Peoxta (I11.,) June 14.—Upto o'clock 
this morning nothing like a detailed 
statement of the.cyclone at Galva has 
been received. The town is entirely 
cut off from telegraphic communication 


with the rest of the world and the only. 


information so far received comes from 
trainmen who passed through there 
after the storm. They reported the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy round- 
hound house, the Rock Island and Pa- 
cific depot and many other buildings de- 
stroyed. Several people were killed or 
injured. All chyrches were more or 
less wrecked and Hoye’s pump and plan- 
ter worms were badly damaged. 


CHICAGO VISITED. 
The Twister's Tail, Strikes the City—Two 
Men Killed—Much Damuge, 

nicaGo, June 13.—jBy the Associ- 
ated Press.] This city was visited this 
afternoon by one of the most-severe 
storms in years. It lasted only a short 
time, but at midnight two persons are 
‘known to be killed, five or six fatally 
injured, the latter working men, and 
many are painfully hurt. It is also 
feared that three men, seen on the lake 
in a row boat before the storm, were: 
lest. The damage to property is 
heavy. The Wigwam, on the lake 
front, in which the Democratic National 
Convention is to be held, is badly 


“wrecked. 


About 3 o'clock this afternoon heavy 
clouds began to gather and a few min- 
utes later a tornado swept across the 
city from the northwest, accompanied 
by terrific thunder and lightning and 
torrents of rain and hail. On the west 
side trees were blown down, awnings 
torn off and windows shattered. The 
brick cottage at No. 1886 Whipple 
street was demolished. Two-year-old 
Emma Klima was instantly killed, and 
her mother and another child were 
badly injured. Between Twenty-sec- 
ond: and Thirty-third streets, et&st of 
the river, considerable minor damage 
was done. The telegraph, telephone 
and electric systems were demoralized. 
Large chimneys of manufacturing 
establishments were wrecked and some 
houses were struck by lightning and 
badly damaged. Portions of the roofs 
of several buildings on -State street 
were blown off. 

* A small circus was exhibiting at 
Twenty-eighth street and Wentworth 
avenue, many small chileren being pres- 
ent. When the gale struck the tent the 
children were panic-stricken and great 
confusion ensued. They were got out 
safely, however. 
was razed to the ground. -A -number of 

performers made ther escape in undress 

uniform. 

The Catholic Church on Twenty-fifth 
and Wallais streets was badly damaged, 
and a passer-by was seriously injured. 
The elevator near Butler street was 
struck by ligatning and the ‘rain. was 
badly damaged by rain. 

The storm seemed most severe in the 
vicinity of the Board of Trade. The 
Home Insurance building on La Salle 
street was struck. and three plate-glass 
windowsinthe Union National Bank 
were blownin. J.J. O’Dell president 
of the bank, was struck on the thigh by 
a large piece of glass, Other occupants 
of the bank escaped with slight bruises. 
A driving rain deluged the bank and did 
considerable damage. One large win- 
dow in the Armour Company’s office 
was blown in, but no one was injured. 
On the upper floors of the building a 
number of windows were broken. A 
number of young women fainted and 
there was a precipitate rush for the 
exits. To make matters worse all the 
electric lights in the building went out 
at the height of the confusion. Seven- 
ty-five men were at work in the bi 
Democratic wigwam. A_ post hold- 
ing a corner of the canvas roof gave 
Way and tore through the canvas. The 
wind got under it; the guy wires 
snapped like twine and an instant 
later the great ninety-foot center mast 
fell with a crash, smashing through 
the floor and crushing hundreds of 
chairs. 

Several large stores in the business 
district had plate-glass windows blown 
in and suffered some damage from 
rain. During the progress ot the

injured. An idea of the force of the 
avind may be gleaned from the fact that

Armour’s elevator at Morgan ‘street 
and the river wasstruck by lightning and 
completely wrecked. Charles Roberts, 
who was at work in the boiler room, 
was buried beneath bricks and timber, 
and his body was not recovered till late 
this evening. Many additional casual- 
tics are being reparted to the police. 
Several men working on new buildings 
were badly hurt by being biown from. 
scaffoldings or struck by flying \débris. 
The life-saving station reports that 
three men who were seen in.a row boat 
some distance from shore before the 
storm, must have been lost, zs after it 
passed no sign of them could be seen in 
any direction.

Anxiety Over the Fate of an Excursion

FIFTY-SEC ON D CONGRESS. 

FIRST SESSION. 

June 13.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} Senaute—The Pension 
Appropriation Bill was reported back 
with amendments. To the calendar. 
It carries -a total .appropriation of 
$146,737,550, an increase of $11,- 
912,284,overthe House bill, and @11,- 
522.565 more than last year. The 
principle item of increase is $11,907,- 
634 for army and navy pensions. 

The bill introduced by Peffer May 26 
was taken up. Itis entitled: ‘‘To_ in- 
crease the currency, provide for its circu: 
lation, reduce rates of interest and estab- 
lish loan acies at thecapital of every 
State and Territory and other con- 
venient places, to loan money to the 
people, secured by real estate, in sums 
of not less than $100 nor more than 
$2500 to one person or family; treas- 
ury notes to beissued at the rate of $1.50 
for every dollar's worth of gold and 
silver coin and’ bullion belonging to the 
United States; no corporation or firm 
hereafter to receive more than 5 per 
cent. interest on short time nor more 
than 4 percent. for one year or longer.’’ 
Provision is'made for.loans on agricul- 
tural pee in warehouses ata Tate 
of 4 per 

Much

After dispensing with the 
first reading of the bill the committee 
rose without further action. 

The Senate bill was passed (with 
amendments) authorizing the entry of 
lands chiefiv valuable for building-stone 
under the placer mining law; also the 
bill to protect settlement rights where 
two or more persons settle on the same 
section of agricultural public lands be- 
fore a survey thereof.

A Terrific at Mare 


Fourteen Men Belonging to the 
Cruiser Boston Killed. 
Some of the Unfortunates Literally 
Torn to Pieces. 


A Dropped Shell the Supposed Cause of 
the Disaster—None of Those Pres- 
ent Live to Tell the 
Story.

June 13.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| People here were startled | 
this morning at 11:30 o’clock by a re-. 
port which shook the town like a sharp 
shock of earthquake.’ Immediately the 
Gre bells in the yard were rung and the 
conclusion was quickly reached that the 
fire was on Mare Island, but the maga- 
zine there threw forth into the sky an 
immense volume of smoke. As soon as 
it was high eneugh people’s eves turned 
thither and for half an hour report 
after report was heard as the shells ex- 
ploded. Immediately the entire navy 
yard force rushed for the scene, and 
when the true facts came to light a hor- 
rible state of affairs was presented. 

The first spectacle to greet the eyes 
was the burned and cifarred bodies of 
two apprentice seamen on the beach, 
200 yards from the scene of the explo- 
sion. Meantime one more body was 
seen, that of aGermanon the way to 
the hospital. Further on amidst the 
ruins and all around on the side of the 
hills were seen 

BODIES AND PIECES OF BODIES 
scattered here and there. 

The bodies were taken out as fast as 
possible, and when all were put along- 
side each other and counted there were 
twelve, with Gunner Hittinger, of the 
United States cruiser Boston, at the 
head. Some were cut in two; others 
were minus a leg’ or arm or head. 
Twelve were killed outright. Three 
were taken to the hospital, wounded 
and dying. Two of these were appren- 
tices. They were picked-up on the 
beach. The explosion had thrown them 
into the bay anda boat from a mer- 
chantman at Starr Mills, on the oppo- 
site side, rescued them. The rescuers 
then went into the smoke and ruins for 
others. ‘The cuticle of almost the en- 
tire bodies of these two men, as well as 
of others, was blown off, and yet they 
were conscious and able to move, but 
they will die. 

No one caa tell how it happened. A 
working party of fifteen men from the 
U.S.S. Boston came ashore to prepare 
ammunition for the ship. All were at 
work in the filling-room of the maga- 
zine, under charge of Gunner Hittinger. 
It is supposed that one of the party 
dropped a shell and the concussion. 
caused the explosion. 

One of the first to get to the scene 
was Dr. Lewis, of the naval hospital, 
who braved the danger of shells still 
exploding and went into the midst to 
save life if possible, but the explosion 
had finished its work and he found but 
one man possessed of life, and his body 
was filled with pieces of wood, and, 
burned and bleedirg, was snatched 
from the flames and rushed to the hos- 


pital. 
There were three magazines. Watch- 
men named Coiltns, Burns and Dam- 


stedtt were on duty in other parts of 
the grounds, and although injured, al! 
will live. Watchman Collins had a. 
A piece of shell glanced 
off the top of his head and left an ugly 
contusion. It came from the second ex- 
plosion. The first one had shaken him 
almost senseless and after he was struck 
he worked for am hour about the ruins, - 
thinking he might save some one. 
Then, feeling faint, he went home, 
where Drs. Moore and Anderson found 
that besides the scalp wound he was in- 
jured internally. 

The body of Gunner ‘Hittinger was 
found on the roof of shell house No. 1; 
having been blown through the roof of

CORONER’S CASES. 


Two Inquests Held leld Yesterday—Another 
One for Today. 


The Coroner again had his hands full 
yesterday. -At 10 o'clock he _- held 
an inquest on the remains of the six- 
month’s-old Lopez baby that died under 
mysterious circumstances last Friday. 

A post mortem was held fy Police 
Surgeon Bryant, and he found that the 
child dicd from overdoses of ipecac, ad- 
ministered by the doctor in attendance. 


The jury found that the child came to — 


its death from unknown causes. 
In the afternoon the Coroner held? an 
inqueston a woman named Angelena 


Saavedra, who died near Vernon Sun-- 


day night at 11: 80. The woman, who 


- was single died in child birth, but the 


jury failed to attach any blame to any 
one. She was 87 years of age and a 
native of Sonora; Mexico. 


Yesterday morning Coroner Weldon — 


received a letter from Mrs. E. Howard 
from San Francisbo, in which she states 
positively that the woman-who com- 
mitted suicide in the Rosedale Ceme- 
tery last week, is Mrs. Carrie Love, the 
wife of George A. Love, who died in 
Austin, Nev.,a few years ago. Mrs. 
Howard received a letter from deceased 


dated the day before she suicided in. 


which she stated that.she could’not get 
employment and had decided to take 
her own life. This disposes of one of 
the mysterious suicides of last week. 

A telegram was also received from 
the Sacramento Bee to the effect that 
Mrs. Chamberlain of that city is there, 
alive and well, and never was in Los 
Angeles nor anywhere south of Lathrop.

The exception treated of refers specifi- 
callv to oriental goods and such natural 
curiosities as are peculiar to the countries 
and sold by natives of said countries. The 
exposition even proposes to restrict the 
sale of these natural curiosities, as, if the 
door is open which will permit: general 
sales of this kind, ee oe, feature will

SANTA ANA, 

The meeting of the Board of Super /isors 
yesterday afternoon to hear arguments 
from the taxpayers pro and con for the ap- 
propriation of $7500 by the county for 
World's Fair purposes, was largely at- 
tended, many of the heaviest taxpayers in 
the county being present and taking an ac- 
tive part in the discussion. The opposition 
to the appropriation presented a petition, 
liberally signed, to the .board protesting 
against the appropriation on the grounds 
that the tax was an imposition, and that ail 
the money that might be expended in Chi- 
cagoin exhibiting our products and bring- 
ing people to California would result in 
dumping the people in Los‘Angeles and San 
Bernardino counties to the exclusion of Or- 
ange county. Their objections to the ap- 
propriation seemed to be based on their 
‘| poverty, the failure of crops and the pres- 

ent need of public buildings in the county. 
A very noticeable feature of the discussion 
was the factthat few of those who spoke 
against the appropriation knew anything 
of the manner in which the money should 
be used, the greater majority being under 
the impression that the money would go 
outof the county, every cent of it. to pay 
for the organization of the World's Fair As- 
sociation and for clerical hire. Others 


were under the impression that the State 
The Pomona College Glee Club concert at 
the Tabernacle tonight will doubtless at- 
It will be for the 


appropriation of $300,000 would pay 
everything and that nothing further was 
needed. 

Mr. Wells, of the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce, Was present and by request ex- 
plained to the audience that the $300,000 
would be expended ina State building of 
which the State would be justly proud, 
transportation of products from California, 
and other incidental expenses, but that the 
counties would have to secure the products, 
prepare them for exhibition and take care 
of them.

Orange county cannot afford to isolate 
herself from the other counties of the State 
and the world, and close up like a clam to 
fester and decay, as some few of its resi- 
dents seem fclined to have it do. The 
grefter portion of the money appropriated 
will be expended at home in procuring and 
preparing the exhibit, and as the money is 
to be raised by taxation surely no more 
equitable plan could be proposed to secure 
The more enterprising and public- 
spirited moneyed men of the city and 
county are enthusiastically in favor of the 
appropriation and many of them at the 
meeting so expressed themselves. 

The board finally adjourned to Monday, 
June 20, to give the matter further consia- 
eration.

A KANSAS | CYCLONE. - 


is Described by the Chemist of the Ag- 
rieultaral Department. 
[Chicago Herald, June 2.] 

Prof. H. Wiley. chief chemist of the 
Agricultural artment at Washing- 
ton, arrived at the Grand Pacific last 
night from Kansas, where he has been 
ona tour of inspection. He was at 
Medicine Lodge, in Kansas, and with a 
party of gentlemen watched the forma- 
tion of the cyclone which recently de- 


‘vastated a large section. of the State. | 


Medicine Lodge is 100 miles southwest 
of Wichita and about the same distance 
west of Wellington, and at this place 
the Government has an experimental 
station for raising sorghum. 

“The clouds lowered and commenced 


slowly to move in a circle,’’ Prof. Wiley 


said in describing the cyclone. ‘‘It 
wasearly in the evening and the dis- 
turbances attracted universal attention. 
The clouds would descend to the ground 
and rise rapidly. It attained a funnel 
shape, with the, smal! end at the base, 
and moved across the country, marking 
a zigzag coutse. It did not move at a 
rate to exceed fifty miles ah hour, but 
it was noticed that its revolution was 
rapid. When it would reach the end of 


‘one straight line and start in another 


direction it would do great damage, but 
when its course was not swerved froma 
straight liue the Gamage was compar- 
atively inconsiderabie.”’
